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Developing  New  Skills 
at  Local  Prison  Unit 


Again  this  year  Cleveland  Tech  is 
proud  to  offer  learning  opportuni- 
ties for  inmates  at  the  local  prison 
unit.  This  is  a  program  that  was  be- 
gun in  May  of  1978,  funded  by  CETA 
and  organized  by  the  North  Carolina 
Board  of  Corrections. 

The  vocational  skills  taught  include 
electrical  installation  and  mainte- 
nance, carpentry,  plumbing,  welding 
and  food  service  preparation. 


To  enroll  in  this  program,  a  prisoner 
must  have  fewer  than  two  years  left 
to  serve  without  major  infractions.  A 
popular  feature  of  the  program  is  the 
opportunity  it  gives  the  student  to 
reduce  his  prison  term.  The  Condi- 
tional Inmate  Contract  guarantees 
graduates  of  the  program  transferral 
from  the  Cleveland  County  unit  to  a 
prison  where  he  will  be  provided  an 
outside  job  and  opportunity  for  work 
release.

OUR  NEWEST  PROGRAM 


The  use  of  computers  for  elec- 
tronic data  processing  in  busi- 
ness and  Industry  Is  growing 
rapidly.  The  two-year  A.A.S.  In 
Electronic  Data  Processing  de- 
gree Is  awarded  to  graduates  of 
this  curriculum.  Currently  there 
are  149  students  enrolled  In  the 
curriculum  which  began  In  the 
Fall  of  1981. 

The  curriculum  Is  designed  to 
prepare  a  student  to  enter  the 
business  programming  field. 
The  student  will  be  trained  to 
process  programs  dealing  with 
business  applications  such  as 
accounting  reports,  sales  re- 
ports, production  reports,  In- 
ventory reports,  and  related  to- 
pics. Total  system  Involvement 
will  be  stressed  in  the  learning 
process.  Laboratory  assign- 
ments will  be  relevant  to  the 
business  world. 


The  curriculum  Is  developed  on 
three  general  levels  of  depth. 
The  first  level  is  Introductorj', 
including  courses  from  general 
education,  business,  and  Intro- 
ductory data  processing  courses. 
The  second  level  consists  of  the 
compiler  languages  and  their  ap- 
plications. The  languages  to  be 
learned  will  be  COBOL,  RPG, 
and  BASIC.  These  three  lan- 
guages are  used  most  often  In 
business  applications.  The  third 
level  is  system  oriented  includ- 
ing data  base  management,  stat- 
istics, and  systems  courses. 


General  Education 

The  General  Education  program  is  designed 
for  the  student  who  is  interested  in  two 
years  of  credit  toward  a  liberal  arts  degree.

Accounting  is  necessary  in  the  business  world  to  com- 
municate financial  information.  This  curriculum  is 
designed  to  provide  sound  academic  training  in  the 
accumulation  and  maintenance  of  accounting.  Stu- 
dents learn  how  to  maintain  journals  and  ledgers. 
prepare  cost  data,  and  summarize  tax  information.
